REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 


1. Chapter VII. of the Amended Statutes of the University provides that the cost of 
administration during any one year shall not exceed 6,000/. The total expenditure on this service 
during the year ended 31st March 1909 was 6,197/. 16s. 4 d. The excess was, however, due to the 
payment, under a decision of the Court of King’s Bench, of 448/. 19s. for rates in respect of the 
three years ended 31st March 1909, and as the cost of administration in the years 1906-07 and 
1907—08 was less than the authorised amount by 456/. 11s. 9 d. and 557/. 9s. 6d. respectively, the 
charge appears to be admissible. 

2. The income of the year 1908-09, including a balance of 14,809/. Is. 2d. brought forward 
from last account, was 43,306/. 5s. 9 d. 


The expenditure amounted to 27,801/. 12s. 3d., leaving a balance on 31st March 1909 of 
15,504/. 13s. 6 d.
